B y B O N I T A W I T T 
Central Press Staff W rite r 
Ona dreary November nignt, in 
1782, two biothers sat beside th* lr 
file place in tho little French towu 
of Annonay, 
watching clouds^ of 
smoke curl upwards. Aa they sat 
gazing at the rising smoke a sense 
of power came over them, and be­ 
ing 
serious 
students of science, 
they fell to speculating 
interested, 
the 
brothers 
began 
to experiment. Fastening a balloon 
made of a paper bag over a small 
dish containing fire, they filled it^ 
with hot air. But their efforts were* 
doomed to failure since the air in 
the bag became cool before there 
was enough In it to lift it. 
A W om an ’s Suggestion 
A story, current at that 
time, 
tells us that a widowed neighbor, 
seeing the clouds of smoke billow­ 
ing from the h o u s e , rushed in to 
see what was happening 
When 
they explained their predicament 
to her she recommended that they 
fasten the tray of fire to the bot­ 
tom of the bag. Success greeted 
this effort and the first balloon 
sailed aloft. 
Strangely the Montgolfier broth 
ers did not attribute the ascension 
to the lightness of the heated air, 
but to a “vapour” which they be­ 
lieved the burning paper gave off. 
Then they ventured out of doors 
and their bag shot to a height of 
seventy feet. Their next bag, the 
first to be called a “balloon” had 
a 600-cubic foot capacity and was 
socalled 
because it resembles a 
vessel used in chemistry by that 
name. After a successful ascension 
of 600 feet tile brothers de* tiled to 
tell the public of their invention. 
First Public Flight 
On June 5, 1783, they staged a 
public demonstration with a bal­ 
loon ITO feet in circumference, in­ 
flated with hot air from a fire of 
chips and shavings. To the amaze­ 
ment of th** crowds it rose to a 
height of 6.000 leet and traveled al­ 
most a mile and a half before it 
fell to the ground 
when the air 
cooled. 
Then came the command to ap­ 
pear at the Court of Versailles be­ 
fore Louis XVI and Marie Antoin­ 
ette. In the presence of the nobility 
the balloon shot to a height of I,- 
500 feet, bearing aloft a basket con­ 
taining a sheep, cockerel and duck.
